political controversy there, which has re­ 
sulted in a change of the personnel of the gov­ 
ernm ent by the killin g of the Vice P resident 
and the C om m ander-in-C liief an d the flight 
of the w ounded P resid en t Dom ingue. i* of a 
piece w ith w hat has form ed the staple of 
H aytian history d uring the last seventy- 
two years. 
T he negro evidently likes gov­ 
ernm ent and p len ty of it. 
H e is none of 
your philosophers wlio believe in sittin g 
down year after year to one governm ental 
dish; he likes variety. 
It is true th at the 
successive jiatriots who reached the sum m it 
of power there, w ith a fixed belief in the in ­ 
stability o f things, Iiave begun feathering 
th eir nests in a m anner w hich Baboock m ust 
have studied from the other side of the 
m ountains when he w ent to Sam ana Bay, 
and which, no doubt, he com m unicated to 
B elknap and Boss Shepherd, and perhaps 
m entioned in presence of P resident G rant. 
Be th at os it may, B clknapism is only Sou- 
lonquism applied to the black m an’s party 
here; and who knows b u t Ctesarism was first 
borne to the P resid en t on “stray breaths” 
of negro m elody th at blew from P ort au 
Printie ? 
Tho H aytians have m ade m ore experi­ 
m ents in governm ent in seventy years than 
m any another people in seven centuries. 
YVo cannot congratulate tho H aytians on 
their success in any of them , and still less, 
unfortunatelv, can wo sing pieons on thoir 
rulers, whoso m isfortunes may cause a tear to 
those who have them to shed over the m is­ 
fortunes of the great. 
H ayti, since 1804, has 
had two colored opéra bouffe Em perors, one 
colored King, ten colored Presidents aud one 
m instrel trium virate of two black “ end m en” 
and one black “ m iddle m an.” Of these rulers 
one was assassinated, one shot himself, one 
was executeil, one was banished, four ran 
away, one retired in disgust as soon as 
elected, one died before he had well entered 
on his duties, one died whtgx a year in office, 
one died alter a long term , and one com pleted 
his term of office w ithout any of the usual 
incidents occurring to stop his career, al­ 
though his adm inistration was rescued from 
insipidity by a series of unsueoessfiil revolu­ 
tions. 
Dessalines, th e first Em peror, was an 
am iable man, who once proposed to kill every­ 
body in the island th at was not a black. 
A 
black who dissented killed Dessalines. 
Sou- 
louque, the second Em peror, had a weakness 
for creating dukes and princes out ot barbers 
and whitew ashers ; his strong point was the 
Custom House. 
He knew better than any 
ru ler before or since how to convey the d u ­ 
ties collected to his own private use, and 
m anaged to send enough of the p lu n d er out 
of the country to support his fam ily quietly 
when the day came for him to “step down 
and out." 
Since his tim e the Custom House 
has been the strong point of all the republi­ 
can adm inistrations, the latest practitioner, 
Dom ingue, being an especial ma.ster of the 
su b ject 
He has left for 8 t Thom as, but, it 
is feared, bos carried away more lead in his 
body than is convenient 
YVhile we m ourn 
his fate let us u n ite in a trib u te to the peo­ 
ple who u nder all these circum stances stick 
to a currency of w hich three h u ndred dollars 
is only w orth one dollar in silv e r; who, after 
all th eir troubles, are about to p u t another 
m an in the Presidency, where he w ill have a 
chance to look after the few silver dollars 
th at Providence sends th eir way, and who 
still tu rn their books upon effete m onarchical 
B}'stem8 and m odel their governm ent after
